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NERO 

THE FIFTH EMPEROR OF ROME 
54-68 A.D. 



The coin illustrated is a“Large Bronze”, a Sestertius, four of which were 
worth one silver Denarius and one hundred, a gold Aureus. The bronze 
Sestertius was the Roman equivalent of our dollar. They wrote it “HS”; we 
write it “$”. With its divisions, it formed the principal coinage used in daily 
transactions by the common people of the Roman Empire. Only the wealthy, 
partricians, merchants, and later, the military saw much of the silver and gold 
coinages. Bronze coins were therefore a powerful propaganda instrument in 
the hands of the Imperial Government and, for this purpose, were carefully 
monitored. 

The obverse of this coin bears a realistic portrait ofNero wearing a laurel 
crown. It is inscribed "Nero* CLAVDius* CAESAR* our AVGustus,the 
grandson of GERmanicus, the Pontifex Maximus, the holder of TRibunate 
Power, the IMPerator of the army and the Pater Patriae. To protect Nero 
from any enemy, he wears on his neck the Aegis, or gorgon head, that Athena 
gave to Perseus. 

The reverse depicts a birds-eye view of the Port of Ostia, complete with 
its docks, warehouses, customs and, at the entrance, a lighthouse. In this 
harbor are sailing ships and galleys, large and small, and landward is the 
Tiber River watching over the city gate. The construction of this important 
port for the city of Rome, which this coin commemorates, was begun by 
Claudius and completed by his successor Nero. 

The inscription on this reverse is “ AVGVSTI • PORta OSTia • Senatus 
Consult, which may be freely read as “The Augusti Claudius and Nero built 
this port of Ostia which is commemorated on this coin by a Decree of the 
Roman Senate.” 
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Born the son of Germanicus’ daughter Agrippina Jr. and her first 
husband Ahenobarbus, Nero was adopted by her second husband, the 
Emperor Claudius, in A.D. 50 and renamed “Nero Claudius Caesar Drusus 
Germanicus”. In four years, he succeeded his step-father and ruled the 
Roman Empire for fifteen years. Then, threatened by rebellions among his 
soldiers, he fled Rome and committed suicide to avoid capture, in 68 A.D. 

Nero was popular among the common people but hated by the aris¬ 
tocracy, who alone have recorded his history, a history which has been read 
and accepted by most historians, including Harold Mattingly. His coinage, 
however, paints a different picture and modern archaeological research has 
brought to light much that indicates there are some truths in this different 
picture of the artist and humanist that Nero actually was. Through his 
mother, Nero was in fact, the great-great-grandson of both Augustus Caesar 
and Mark Antony. 

Harold Mattingly, following in general the biased historical records, 
describes Nero’s 15-year reign in these few words: 

Nero, the son of Agrippina Jr., was adopted by step-father Claudius as 
his son, was married to his daughter Octavia and preferred above his own son 
Britannicus as heir to the Empire. From Nero’s natural father, Ahenobarbus, 
the unruly blood of a turbulent family flowed into the Julio-Claudian line. 

Abroad, Nero’s reign was signalized by great wars - a long struggle with 
Parthia, ending in a good peace, revolts in Britain and Judaea, both soon 
brought under control. At home, there were two distinct periods - constitutional 
government under the tutelage of Seneca, followed by one of wild capricious 
tyranny. Rome now learned what absolute power, when married to the 
artistic temperament, could be. Nero murdered his half-brother, his mother 
and his wife. He was even suspected of causing the great fire of 64. He 
violated all the laws of morality and decency. Good Romans* loathed 
almost as much as his crimes his appearance on the stage and in the circus. 
But the Bad Romans** loved him as much as the Good loathed him. 

He was endured for 15 years and, even at the last, it was he who threw in 
his own hand. Many refused to believe that he was dead and no fewer than 
three times false Neros appeared to trouble the peace of the Empire.

THE 

LEATER PRINCE COLLECTION 
OF LOVE TOKENS 


Leater and her husband Bill Prince are well-known numismatists from 
Raymond, New Hampshire and they began acquiring many outstanding 
numismatic items in the early 1950’s. 

New Hampshire boasts four members in our Love Token society and I 
must say Leater has formed the most impressive collection which I had the 
good fortune to view recently. Leater told me she has been collecting Love 
Tokens since 1953. Her interest began when she found a Dime Love Token 
with the engraving “Papa” on it at the local baseball field. 

Love Tokens originated during the reign of George II (1727) and began 
in America following the Civil War. Love Tokens consist of all types and 
denominations of coins, with one or both sides planed or smoothed off, and 
then engraved with names, intitials, scenes or other messages to the 
recipient. 

We, Love Token Collectors, know that much of the historical background 
has been lost through death and time lapse, however, we truly treasure them 
for their lovely engraved art and beauty. We realize their prominent place in 
American numismatics more than coin collectors could imagine! 

Leater told me how times have changed since 1953; little attention was 
paid to them then. Today, she states they are far more difficult to locate and 
that fewer collections will be formed in future years due to their rarity. 

Leater began describing her collection and showed me a beautiful 
necklace she found and purchased in the early 1960’s which has 19 engraved 
dimes with an 1827 bust half attached, centered, and is beautifully engraved, 
“Mother and Father” and includes a floral bouquet. 
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It was truly a pleasure to see the lovely bracelets she has acquired. Of the 
dozen or so, my favorite had 19 dimes of which 13 are scenics which picture 
two hearts and hands, a lake scene with house, crossed tennis raquets and 
man on horseback. 

Another bracelet which belonged to a lady homemaker of the last century 
has seven beautifully matched engravings of the home, a rolling pin, vegetable 
chopper, milk pitcher, cup with saucer, flat-iron and a broom. 

Two half dimes and a quarter have fancy engraved P’s. They are earrings 
and a dress pin and who knows? Maybe they belonged to a girl named 
Priscilla many years ago! 

One of the two magnificent watch fobs I saw had four dimes and a heart 
attached to the bottom. All the dimes have a scene and a name; Willie has a 
horseshoe, Frank an owl, Mama a dog, and Papa, an ocean scene. The heart 
is dated 1891. 

Outstanding Love Tokens are too numerous to mention in Leater’s 
collection. Among many highlights is an 1855 seated half with pin, the eagle 
reverse is enameled in red, white and blue. 

Of the many dual-sided dimes there’s an old-fashioned fire engine with the 
letter “T” for Tim or Tom, a telegrapher’s key with monograms and a 
railroad train with a fancy reverse named “Little Brother.” 

Other fancy engraved dimes include a horse, a heart with a letter “F” 
centered, a couple walking the beach holding hands and a cornucopia of 
flowers with the name “Tute.” 

Leater has approximately 400 Love Tokens in her collection and I could 
see the tender loving care she has taken in the last 34 years in assembling this 
marvelous collection! 

Her morgan dollars have attractive names like “Ida” and huge letters 
A-B-C with flowers on another. An 1800 American Bust Dollar has fancy 
monograms with scollop work around its edges. The George 4th Circa 1820 
English Crown is most elaborately engraved “Lizzie Shomberg.” 

Her one dollar gold coin has a bird with leaves and border. One 1852 
2 l A dollar gold piece has a lake scene with houses and the name “grandma.” 
The other is dual with an ocean scene and lighthouse with the name “Elmer,” 
its reverse has floral work with a scroll and name “Jessie.” 

Another Love Token I found interesting and I’m sure you would, is an 
1899 barber dime. It has the Lord’s Prayer, all hand engraved, and includes a 
fancy border. This dime shows the skill some engravers had years ago. We 
have all heard of elongated pennies and dimes. I examined this work with a 
20 power glass and feel satisfied it’s hand engraved. Your comments are 
welcomed!

As we all know, every collection has a favorite or personal highlight and 
I’m going to describe this most elaborate of Love Tokens I’ve seen. 

The coin is smoothed on both sides and according to its edge, it’s a 
Spanish 8 Reales, silver dollar size. The obverse has a man and woman 
whom are centered on the coin and they are holding each others’ hand, the 
coin is holed at 12 o’clock and directly below are two hearts with arrows. 
Inside a scollped edge are the words “when this you see - remember mee.” 
Her initials were L.L., his were J.W. 

On the reverse is a huge sailing ship which has three masts and the 
English Flag. The ship’s name was “Alfred” which is engraved below from 7 
to 5 o’clock. I would like to think this gentleman was the captain or an officer 
aboard the “Alfred” and gave this Love Token to his girl so she would never 
forget him while at sea . . . most romantic! 

I’ll always remember this pleasant May 1987 summer day visiting with 
Leater and Bill Prince. The viewing of her Love Token collection, I 
considered a privilege, and I couldn’t begin to tell you how much knowledge I 
gained from this grand lady. 

She told me as I was leaving to be patient and enjoy “The Love Token 
Collecting” and she’s absolutely correct! “Maybe an exciting addition to 
your collection or mine is in the near future,” she said.

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MEDAL LAUNCHES DRIVE 
FOR CHALLENGER MEMORIAL 


Leo Vogel of Danbury, Connecticut has a dream - to build a memorial to 
the Challenger 7 astronauts killed aboard the space shuttle in the fiery 
explosion, January 28, 1986. His is not an earthbound dream, however, his 
memorial will circle to globe - in space. 

Vogel’s Challenger 7 Space Monument Project is launched with the 
issuance of a medal this month portraying the Challenger on its intended 
mission, carrying people and cargo into space. On the reverse is an American 
eagle, symbolic of our country’s space achievements, and the surnames of 
the seven astronauts lost in the tragedy. 

The monument in space will have a twin on earth. While the Space 
Monument circles overhead, a duplicate will be on display at an earthbound 
site. The memorial will have portraits of the Challenger 7 crew as well as 
Grissom, White and Chaffee who gave their lives as true space pioneers in 
the Apollo 1 fire in 1967. Ideas for an inscription for the monument are being 
solicited from schoolchildren across the U.S. The student submitting the 
accepted entry will have their name and inscription, as well as the name of 
their school, on the memorials. 

The medals, designed by Leo Vogel and Jack Rose, go on sale to the 
public this month. The primary offering will be the “Challenger Silver 
Eagle,” a one ounce, fine silver, proof medal. Half of the profits from the sale 
of the “ Silver Eagle” as well as a portion of the other sales will go directly to 
fund the Challenger 7 Space Monument Project and donate to the 
Challenger Center. 

The one ounce silver proof medal is $29.50. Thel t^-inch bronze medal 
costs $5.95 and the 1 VS-inch bronze is $9.50. Both bronze medals come with 
display holders. Sets of silver proof and 24k gold over silver cost $75. Sets of 
silver proof and bronze are $47.50. Solid gold medal prices on request. The 
medals may be ordered from the Challenger 7 Space Monument Project, 
9-17 Farview Ave., Danbury, CT 06810.

It is with great sadness that we announce that NENA Executive Secretary, 
Eliott L. Goldberg, suffered a fatal heart attack on March 31, 1988. 

Goldberg had actively served NENA for over 25 years, the majority of that 
time as Executive Secretary where he consistently gave of his time and effort 
to promote numismatics with a special emphasis on NENA activities. The 
Krause Publications’ Numismatic Ambassador Award was presented to 
Goldberg at the 42nd NENA convention held in Worcester, MA in 1986. He 
was also active in the American Numismatic Association, serving as co- 
chairman of their 1973 convention in Boston and general chairman of their 
1982 convention where he received the ANA’s Good Fellowship Award. 

A doer, not just a joiner, Goldberg was an active participant in several 
other numismatic organizations including the Token and Medal Society, 
American Vecturist Association, and International Order of Wooden Money 
Collectors. He was past president of the Boston Numismatic Society, Collec¬ 
tors Club of Boston, Currency Club of New England, and the Canadian Club 
of New England. 

Goldberg was also active in non-numismatic organizations including the 
Sheet Metal Workers Local 17, Hammett Masonic Lodge of Boston, and 
Temple Hillel-B’nai Torah. 

A frequent exhibitor of his varied collecting interests, the NENA Board of 
Directors has voted to fund the Best of Show award for exhibiting at the 
annual convention and designate it the Eliott L. Goldberg Award.

69 AD: YEAR OF THE FOUR EMPERORS 

69 AD: YEAR OF THE 
FOUR EMPERORS 

Nero was the last of the six lineal “Caesars”. After his death on the 9th of 
June 68, his family surname of “Caesar” was adopted and assumed by the 
next six emperors. G ALBA, the first of these, was proclaimed the “Augustus” 
by the legions of Spain and endorsed by the Roman Senate as Nero’s succes¬ 
sor. 

This new Roman Emperor, the 7th Caesar, ushered in the year 69, 
famous in history as the “Year of the Four Emperors,” a year that ended with 
Vespasian, the 10th Caesar, overseeing the construction of his Roman Imperial 
Mansion on the Palatine Hill. 

Between Galba and Vespasian, the Caesars OTHO and VITELLIVS 
both ruled at Rome. There, a coinage in gold, silver and bronze was struck for 
Galba and Vitellivs. But Otho, having been enthroned by a popular military 
coup, was empowered to strike only gold and silver at his Roman mint. Otho 
was never fully recognized by the Roman Senate. Consequently, the mint for 
striking bronze, under senatorial control, issued no coinage for this short¬ 
lived Emperor. As the Imperial mint in Gaul was striking for Vitellivs, only at 
the Imperial mint established at Antioch in Syria was a Roman bronze 
coinage struck under Otho’s name. 

Illustrated above, in bronze size, are three coins bearing the portraits of 
Galba, Otho and Vitellivs, the first three Emperors who ruled during the year 
69 AD, which may be described as follows: 

1. Head of Galba r. bare: from an Aureus struck at Rome, inscribed, 
“IMPerator SERgivs GALBA, the AVGustus.” Galba ruled at Rome from 
June 9th, 68-Jan. 15th, 69. 

2. Head of Otho r. bare: from a Denarius struck at Rome, inscribed, 
“IMPerator OTHO CAESAR, the AVGustus with TRibunate Power.” 
Otho ruled at Rome from Jan. 15th-April 17th, 69. 
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3. Head of Vitellivs 1. laureate: from a Bronze As struck in Gaul, inscribed, 
“IMPerator GERMANicus Aulus VITELLIVS.” Vitellivs ruled in Gaul 
from Jan. 4th-April 19th, 69 and at Rome, April 19th-Dec. 20th, 69. 

Mattingly briefly outlines the brief reigns of these three Emperors of 69 
AD in the following well-chosen words: 

In 68, Nero was obviously falling, but no one could foresee who would 
take his place. The matter was settled when Nero lost his head and prepared 
for flight from Rome. Then, at last, the Praetorian Guard was bribed to 
declare for Galba, and Nero only escaped execution by suicide. 

Galba was an old Senator of wealth and reputation but he was past his 
prime and in the hands of greedy and unwise advisers. He offended the Guard 
by refusing them the promised gift; he offended the legions of the Germanies 
by favoring Vindex, who had led an unsuccessful revolt against them; he 
offended his own lieutenant Otho by not choosing him for adoption. On the 
first of January 69, the legions of Germany refused to swear allegiance to 
Galba; two days later, they proclaimed their commander Vitellivs Emperor. 
Galba tried to save his tottering throne by an adoption, but his choice, Piso, 
lacked all qualifications except respectability. 

Otho, disappointed of his hopes, seduced the Praetorian Guard and 
Galba and Piso were brutally murdered in the Forum on January 15th. 
Neither Otho nor Vitellivs elicited much respect but they had behind them 
armies determined to fight the issue out. Otho was defeated in a sharp 
campaign in North Italy and committed suicide on April 17th. 

Vitellivs, the victor, owed almost everything to others; his initial reputation 
to his father, a great general and diplomat; his elevation, to the ambitions of 
his legates and armies. He was a gross sensualist and glutton, but he was not 
usually cruel and had a certain kindliness and simplicity that deserved more 
friends than he won. His western troops gave him an extravagent devotion. 
But his regin did not last long. In July, the troops of the East set up their own 
general, Vespasian, as rival and, after a little fighting, all was over before the 
end of the year. Vitellivs wished to abdicate, but his followers insisted on 
fighting it out and, in the last struggle, his capitol was burned to the ground and 
his body dragged through the streets of Rome to be thrown in to the Tiber. 
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FOOD STAMP CHANGE TOKENS & 
SCRIP OF MAINE 


by Robert R. Maisch & Cheryl E. Maisch 

Once the ‘ collecting bug’ has bitten, you may find yourself accumulating a 
variety of memorabilia. The writers are no exception as they have started 
collecting items in the little-known area of Food Stamp Change Tokens and 
Scrip. The purpose of this article is to inform the reader of the highlights of the 
U. S. Food Stamp Plan and to explain the requirements for providing change 
when purchases were made with food stamp coupons. 

The first Food Stamp Program was initiated in the U.S. in May 1939 in 
Rochester, New York as an experiement. Its aim was to allow low income 
families to purchase more food products at what amounted to a graduated 
discount. Special stamps were printed in 25<t and $ 1.00 denominations and 
issued to recipients. These stamps could only be spent on specified food 
products. This plan was discontinued in early 1943 because wartime conditions 
had reduced unemployment and increased demands upon the U.S. food 
supply. 

In 1961 a second Food Stamp Program was initiated, again using coupons 
in25<t and $ 1.00 denominations. In 1962 50C and $2.00 value coupons were 
introduced. The Food Stamp Act was signed into law by President Johnson 
in 1964 for use throughout the nation. By 197 3 denominations of the coupons 
were changed to just $ 1.00, $5.00, and $ 10.00 values. This program remains 
in effect today. 

Throughout the time the Food Stamp Programs have been in effect, there 
has been a need to make change. The smallest denominations of food stamps 
were 25<t during the 1939-43 period, 50<t during the 1962 era, to the higher 
units issued today. The Government set forth rules regarding making change. 

During the period of the 1939-43 program, the grocers were required to 
make change in some form other than U.S. coins. Hence, the grocers used 
whatever means they felt adequate for this purpose. Most change was made 
by some sort of scrip or paper items such as credit written on cash register 
receipts. Very few tokens were known to have been used during this period. 

During the period of 1961 -71, the merchants were again required to use 
coin substitutes for 49<t or less. Again, scrip, paper and cardboard receipts 
were widely used. Very few plastic or metallic tokens were used. From 
January 1971 to March 1972 the Government allowed the grocers to use 
U.S. coins for making food stamp change. 

Beginning March 1,1972, retailers were no longer allowed to return cash 
as change for food stamp transactions. More use was made of plastic tokens 
even though paper items still remained the most widely used medium of 
making food stamp change. 8 


In 1978 the U.S. Department of Agriculture once again ruled that effective 
January 1, 1979, retailers must use U.S. coins as change for food stamp 
transactions. This policy is still in effect today. 

It should be noted that food stamp coupons are not collectable and only 
food stamp recipients and approved retailers are authorized to have possession 
of the coupons. However, the items used to give change are collectable. 

Also, the World War II ration stamps and small blue or red cardboard 
tokens are not part of the food stamp program but were used for rationing 
specific food and other consumer materials that were in short supply. 

The authors, Robert and Cheryl Maisch, are collectors of Maine memora¬ 
bilia. This article will hopefully solicit information from the public and 
merchants about varieties of tokens and scrip that were used in Maine to give 
change when purchases were made with food stamp coupons. Cheryl and 
Robert, along with other fellow collectors, are planning to prepare a booklet 
listing the Food Stamp Tokens and Scrip of Maine. For their research they 
will be happy to accept donations of food stamp change tokens or scrip, 
photocopies, written description, buy or trade to obtain examples of the 
different varieties of these change items. Individuals providing information 
and/or examples will be listed as contributors in the booklet to be published.

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Titus Flavius Sabinus VESPASIAN 
The 10th Caesar and 9th Emperor of Rome 
69-79 A.D. 




W ith the death of Vitellius, Vespasian remained alone, the sole Imperial 
claimant left of the four Caesars who had sought to occupy Nero’s throne in 
the year 69. Vespasian sat upon that throne firmly for the next ten years and 
passed it on to his two sons in 79. 

Vespasian, who had commanded Nero’s eastern army assigned to quell 
the Jewish revolt of 66, entrusted that duty to his son Titus while he hastened 
west to sieze and don the Imperial Purple awarded him by his troops. From 
the outset, he left no doubt of his purpose to establish a new “Flavian” 
dynasty of “Caesars.” This objective is recorded clearly on his early bronze 
coinage, one of which is illustrated above. 

The obverse of this Sestertius bears his own portrait identified by the 
inscription: “The IMPerator CAESar VESPASIAN, the AVGustus, the 
Pontifex Maximus, the holder of the TRibunate Power, the Pater Patriae and 
the COnSul for the III (third) time.” 

The reverse depicts his two sons standing in military dress facing each 
other, Titus on the left and Domitian on the right The following legend about 
them describes each as a Caesar son of the Augustus: “The CAESars, the 
elder (Titus), AVGusti Filius, DESignated IMPerator and the younger 
(Domitian), AVGusti Filius, the COnSul DESignateforthelTERum (second) 
time; a coin struck under Senatorial Consent” 

Here Vespasian, with consent of the Senate, not only adopts for himself 
and his sons the Julio-Claudian name of “Caesar”, butalso combines it with 
the word “Imperator” as his Imperial praenomen, a procedure generally 
followed by his successors. 
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With his usual clarity, Mattingly outlines the prosperous reign of Vespasian 
which followed the distrubances of 69, the year of the four Emperors: 

“Solid rather than brilliant, Vespasian was just the man for the occasioa 
He restored unity to the Empire, checked licence in the army, recovered the 
desparate finances. He soon showed that he meant to govern along the lines 
laid down by Augustus. He introduced a new morality into Rome, his own 
country parsimony and honesty in place of the luxury and display of the 
Neronian court He became censor in 73 and recruited many new senators 
from Italy and G aul. 

“The dispute over the succession had set men wondering whether it was 
reasonable to leave it to chance at the end of each reign. Some general 
principle was needed and there was not much to be said for G alba’s idea of a 
son by adoption rather than by birth. Vespasian had no understanding for this 
very reasonable view. He had two sons -Titus, a proved soldier, and the 
untried Domitiaa He let it be known from the first that his sons were to be his 
heirs. 

“Titus was advanced to be his colleague. Domitian, while kept in the 
background, received the title of Caesar suggesting future inheritance. 

“Vespasian again was no doctrinaire moralist He looked at what needed 
doing and used the most suitable instruments. The historian Tacitus summed 
him up correctly, ‘Vespasian was the one man whom Empire improved.’ ” 
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George Washington 
and 

The 1982 Washington Commemorative Half Dollar 
by Thomas A. Kostaluk 

George Washington was born at Pope's Creek, Westmoreland County, 
Virginia, on February 22, 1732, the son of Augustine and Mary Ball 

Washington. He was the first of six children. George's great 
grandfather had come to Virginia from Northern England. In Virginia 
he held land and was a member of the House of Burgesses. George’s 
father, Augustine, had been schooled in England and became heir to a 
large acreage of land in Virginia. He died when George was eleven 
years old, with most of his estate and the guardianship of Georqe 
passed to his son, Lawrence, who was an older half-brother. 

Thereafter, George lived most of the time with Lawrence at Mount 
Vernori which was named for Admiral Edward Vernon under whom Lawrence 
had served in an expedition against Cartagina. 

George attended school intermittently until 1747, but his main 
education was received through contact with others and practical 
occupations at Mount Vernon. He learned surveying and became a 
professional surveyor after his mother refused permission for him to 
become a midshipman in the British Navy. He surveyed for Lord Thomas 
Fairfax and others. 

In 1752, George, at the age of twenty, inherited a large plantation 
and shortly thereafter was appointed a major in the Virginia Militia. 
The following year, Governor Kobert Dinwiddie of Virginia sent 
Washington to warn the French against encroachments in territory 
claimed by the British Colony of Virginia. The next year Washington 
was commissioned a lieutenant colonel and commanded an expedition to 
the forks of the Ohio River. In 1755, Washington was appointed 
aide-de-camp to Major General Edward Braddock, but Braddock was 
killed and his forces were defeated. Washington then led his troops 
back to Virginia. 

In August 1755, at the age of twenty-three, Washington was appointed 
commander of all Virginia troops. His health failed in 1757 and his 
physician ordered him home to Mount Vernon to recover. By the 
following year he had recovered sufficiently to command the advance 
troops of General John Forbes that marched from Virginia and captured 
Fort Duquesne and renamed it Fort Pitt. Upon completion of this 
mission, Washington resigned. 

On January 6, 1759, Washington married Martha Dandrige Curtis, a 
widow the same age as he, who was the mother of two children living 
and two deceased. She also possessed one of the largest fortunes in 
Virginia, which included about 15,000 acres of land. Washington was 
a distinguished farmer and enjoyed agriculture. He practiced crop 
rotation on his land and raised enough food to feed his plantation 
population. Washington also served as a magistrate and a judge of 
the court. 

Elections for the First Continental Congress were held in 1774 and 
Washington was one of six men chosen to represent Virginia. The 
Congress met on September 5, 1774, in Carpenters' Hall in 

Philadelpia. Here, he voted with the majority for a boycott of 
British Trade to be taken if the oppressive laws were not repealed. 
Washington was at Mount Vernon wnen the war commenced with the 
battles of Lexington and Concord on April 19, 1775. He was elected a 
delegate to the second Continental Congress which assembled in 
Philadelphia on May 10, 1775. Wasnington attended in his military 

uniform. John Adams nominated him to Commander-in-Chief and he was 
elected unanimously. Washington accepted his commission in June and 
on July 3, 1775, he assumed command of the army at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. 
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The Washington Half Dollar - 1982 



The obverse of the half dollar commemorating the 20th Anniversary of 
the Birth of George Washington, features an equestrian figure of George 
Washington. Miss Elizabeth Jones had stated that she received her inspiration 
for the rendering of the design from a portrait by the American artist, Rem¬ 
brandt Peale. This painting, executed around 1824, is owned by the Inde¬ 
pendence National Historic Park collection in Philadelphia and hangs in the 
portrait gallery of the Second Bank of the United States building in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

The central obverse motif is encirclred by the inscription -George Wash¬ 
ington, 250th Anniversary of Birth, 1982. The legend Liberty and the artist’s 
initial EJ appear to the left of the figure. 

The eastern facade of Mount Vernon, Washington’s home on the Potomac, 
is depicted on the reverse of the coin. Below the building is placed the 
Heraldic Eagle. This eagles is similar to those on U.S. coins issued during the 
period 1798-1804. The surround inscriptions read: United States of America, 
Half Dollar, and above the building. In God We Trust 

The George Washington Commemorative Coin Acf Public Law 97- 
104, provides for the minting of up to ten million 90% silver half dollars. 
These coins are the first 90% United States silver coins to be minted since 
1964, and the first Commemorative coins to be produced by the mint since 
1976.
